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THE POLICE STATE AND REAGAN S 

SLAVE LABOR SCHEMES 


Reagan’s latest proposal is to force 
hundreds of thousands' of poor and 
oppressed people, "recipients”, off 
the welfare rolls and to limit medi¬ 
aal care for poor people and others 
on welfare, so as to force another 
two million into slave labor by forc- 
ing people to do unskilled labor work. 

People are not going to stand for 
slavery, slave labor schemes, and 
I'he People will at least take the posi- 
tion to rebel more openly than sing- 
ing “I would rather be dead in my 
grave than ever be a slave.” And the 
present police state apparatus in Cal- 
ifornia will be out to kill and mur- 
der poor people and black people who 
draw their checks and refuse to work 
under a slavery scheme, because we the 
people know that the bulk of the taxes 
we’ve paid has been ripped off by 
the small minority exploiting class, 
demagogie politicians, rich industrial 
hogs, all of whom are still in pig 
control of the means of production. 

Now comes, with Nixon’s approval, 
Reagan’s cheap slave labor scheme in 
the midst of the world’s most wealthy, 
industrially developed, technological 
society. This slave labor scheme will 

force more people into burglary and 
petty crimes to survive, and will re- 
sult in nothing less than city-made 
ghetto plantationoperations where even 
highly-skilled, forced-to-be unem- 
ployed persons have no alternative but 
to be subjected to the concentration 
camp - poor, oppressed ghetto com- 
munity occupied by the brutal, mur- 
dering pig police. 

No man or woman should be ham- 
strung with such slave labor schemes, 
especially wlthïn the midst of a world 
of technological wealth and means of 
production and industrial development 


which warrants the right of all human 
beings to a high Standard of living, 
The only force at the disposal of 
Reagan.Nixon, and the avaricious-dem- 
agogic elite ruling class to force the 
massive poor and oppressed into and 



further under such slave-labor 
schemes is that of armed, equipped- 
for-overkill, pig police who become 
the modern,backward functioning slave 
overseer, In stead of a whip in hand, 
its rifle butts, billy clubs, ,357 mag¬ 
num guns and concentration-camp jails 
are already in existence. 

One institution which must not be 
allowed by the people to continue func¬ 
tioning against the people is the police 
departments controlled and run by the 
avaricious, demagogie, exploiting, rul- 
ing-class rich and their puppet poli¬ 
ticians from Nixon’s end of this coun¬ 
try to Reagan's California. 

The major organizational task which 


the people must undertake is to im~ 
plement community control of the 
police departments where the people 
of the communities control and run 
the police departments, not the avar¬ 
icious, demagogie, ruling, exploiting, 
elite Class, where the person who 
patrols a neighborhood police district 
is a living, resident member of that 
same exact community, and where 
baste institutional functions are con¬ 
trolled by the people. Without this 
power in the people’s hands, we can 
and will be subjected to slavery at any 
time. 

Hitler’s tactics have arisen here with 
Ronald Reagan’s attempt to set up a 
further degeneration of this society 
through slave-labor and concentration- 
camp schemes developing out of police 
state-ism. 

Those oppressive forces - the pig, 
fascist-racist brutalizing, murdering 
police and avaricious ruling elite - 
must lose power and the people ga in 
and control the power. Community 
control of police with the people hir- 
ing and firing and maintaining control, 
with residential citizens ofeachneigh- 
borhood/community area elected and 
hired from our very communities is 
relevant to a people's revolutionary 
change which would be in direct oppo- 
sition to all slave-labor schemes, and 
in opposition to the present prisons, 
jails, and county farms developing into 
the concentration camps throughout the 
country. Otherwise, the next overt 
concentration camp apparatus will be 
in our communities themselves.

Si nee birtli, 
she lias had j problem witli the 
museles in lier eyes which are 
re spons ïble for rnuving lier eyes 
horizontally. At age 0 mönths, 
y\u^tïst , 197U ), Stacey was taken 
zo Boston ChüdreiTs llospitalto 
see a specialist who huphazardly 
examined lier eyes, and pre- 
scribed classes, telling her pa- 
rents to return with lier in six 
months, 

During til at time Stacey's eyes 
became worse and had turned 
fartner in war d. She had als o be- 
gun to walk Sideways and hap to 
turn her head sideways to look 
at objects. Her parents were 
never informed that a series of 
simpte operations couldstraigh- 
ten - out her eyes. 

On Janu ar y 26, Stacey was 
brought co the Free Health Cen¬ 
ter for an examfhation and sub- 
sequently received an appoitu¬ 
rn ent witli an eye spih ia list who 
orranged the first operation*

Uil tlie I-Sth. uf I eb mar y at 0:30 
P.M a ii uil of ippruxumtely 5U 
Seattle city pigs converged on 
the home of Mrs - Lola M ie Ld- 
wards at 2014 l Fïr Strooi The 
pigs sajj they were looking for 
iier 13 yeur o ld sou. AKiu Ed- 
wards, as .i suspuct intheshoot- 
ing of a pigearly diesame murn- 
ing. Tlie pigs had tlie home nader 
surveillance lor several nours 
Finally tiiey kiiocked on tae door 
and asked for Alvin Edwards an I 
said that they liad a warrant for 
his arrest for BUftGLARV^at- 
though that is not the sa me as l 
warrant lo searcïi ihe house, 
Mrs* Edwa rds refused to open the 
door iz first and finally crack ed 
'tlie door t <r. the w irrant. As 
soon as Mrs. Ed wards cracked 
the door, the pigs Lnmedi uely 
forced entry, knocking Mrs* Ed~ 
wards liack, up agiinsi the wali. 
Tney thën grabbed Mrs. Ed wards 
in tlie coïlar oud s lid f, We know 
he's here, wher^ i3 tic ui ding?** 
Llpoii e itry, with weaponsdrawa, 
the pigs inimedi a _ fy pegan tu 
raasack the house on tlie preteuse 
of lookïng for Alvii, wlio wis not 
there, and the murder weapon. 
\fter an unsuccessfulsearchthe 
so oalied pig in charge toldMrs. 
Edwards, lf You better teil Al¬ 
vin to come down to the station 
when he gels home or they will 
kill Mm on sight when they see 
liini." vfter this they mi lied 
around for a few minutes more 
and rhen left. Tliere was still a 
very heavy concentratien of pigs 
in the neighborltood for the nexi 
24 hours. 

At around 7:00 P.M. or a short 
time ofter, the sa me nuraber of 
pigs succeeded in arresting Al¬ 
vin Edwards* Tl i is time they in- 
vaded tlie home of Chris Will¬ 
iams and Curtis Lester, friends 
of Alvin Edwards, at 3939 15tli 
\ve. South, Tiiey als o liad this 
house under surveillance for 
sometime bef ore they raidec^be 
eau se Curtis Les ter was ur- 
rested as a second suspect af- 
ter he came out of the house, got 
in his car and drove around the 
corner on the way to tlie store. 
Tiiey kept Curtis in the pig car 
around die corner until the attack 
on his home was over, .After they 
had arrested Curtis, the pigs 
stationed themselves all around 
the house wiille one rang the 
doorbel 1. Chris came to the door 
and opened it. Without say- 
ing anything about aseorcii war¬ 
rant, the pigs forced their way in 
wit!3 guns drawn. immédiately 
upon entry they grobl^ed Chris, 
handeuffed, and seardied him. 
Tiiey ransacked tlie house for 
weapons, they found and stole a 
logally owned shotgun. Chris's 
girlfriend, Linda Fletcher, was 
physïcaUy assaiilced. Chris Wil¬ 
liams and Linda Fletcher were 
not arrested* 

When arrested at Chris' house, 
Alvin was searched inside tlien 


brought outside and searched 
agaiii . He was hit twice in the 
liead and t wice in the stom a ch 
with o sa wed off sliotgun* Alvin 
was not informed of his rights 
and was subjected tu more bru- 
tality and harassment as the pigs 
drove him all around town before 
going to the pig station, tryingto 
make Alvin say he did it. When 
Alvin arrived at the pig station, 
he was taken to tlie Bonheide ]Jl- 
vision and was immediately in¬ 
terrog ated, 

The defensc attorney for the 
Seattle N.C.CJG arrived shortly 
tliere ofter tu sec Alvin and tot n- 
vestigate the mannen in which he, 
his family and friends had been 
treated by th pigs* Afterthede- 
fense attorney left, Alvin was 
taken upstairs to be hooked, Al¬ 



vin Edwards was held for approx- 
imately anotlier fourteen hours 
and was released the next day, 
Friday, at around 1:30 P,M. , af- 
ter standing in a line up with Strnie 
otlie brothers that were kid- 
napped and brutaüzed in thesame 
marnier. Curtis Lester was re¬ 
leased the süme eveninj tliat he 
was arrested because accoreling 
to the pigs ‘Tie didnT fit tlie des- 
cription,” 

Tïie defense attorney, John 
Caughlan, is getting together with 
the Ldwardsfamily along with the 
other Black people that were sub¬ 
ject ed to the brutality and har as - 
sment by the pigs to file several 
Suits against tlie city and State 
for false arrest and gener alliar- 
assnient of the Edwards family 
for the Ust two years. Mrs. Ed- 
wards lias two sous in jailnowat 
this writing, a third was just re¬ 
leased af ter serving a iengthy 
sentence, and Alvin wno is tlie 
youngest has been contimiously 
harassed for the last two or 
three years liimself.

We, the comrades. of Br ad 
Greene see this sentence as being 
consistant with all the actions of 
this fascist oriented regime 
which Controls the Baby Ion ian 
(Amerikkkan) empire, We have 
come to reeognize that as Re¬ 
volutie nar ies workiiig for the 
trans for mat ion of this reac- 
tronary empire which intercom-- 
munuliy Controls tl te wor ld r we 
are constantly fa eed with the 
threat of death, exile, and im- 
prisonmem, 

i Jr ad ley (J re en e f s s e nt e nee 
does nat alarm os, hut rat her 
it is the impetus for our contln- 
uing struggle against this de^ 


structive re act ion ar y empire of 
Baby Ion. ïhis act of repressibn 
wül onl) increase the mass re- 
sistance by the people against 
the oppressive social structure.

Ikivvever, tbose 
laws are only on paper and they 
are nu Jonger the fiber of jus- 
tice which determines whether a 
person is gnilty or innocent,The 
decermining factor Is the rela- 
tionship that the accused bas with 
die re act ion ar y empire thar the 
courts serve, Bradley Groene 
was convicted and senten eed be- 
cause he is a momber of the 
Black Rancher Party, 

The facts concern ing the actual 
trial itself, are at most inci- 
dental to the actions ofthecourt. 
It is a matter of court record 
and public knowledge that Bruce 
Shai’p, acomiiuuity memtier» ad- 
mirted küling Kaner, But the

judge and prosecutor knew ttiat 
regardless of who did the killing, 
if a pandier, a R evo lotion ar y 
couid in anywaj beconstrued into 
the case, dien the Panther as an 
ultiniate enemy uf the System,

Bruce Sharpe co rif es sed co Lhe 
killing because it couid not be 
d is pro ved, Bruce Sh ar pe' s s tate - 
ment whicli indicated Chat Br ad 
had no knowledgo of the sh<x>ting f 
nor participated in any plans of 
conspiracy, is a statement which 
must l>e credited b) the court as 
being true. 

But the judge as part of the 
oppreseors machinery, in being 
consistent with the law and order 
of fase is m, stated that he found 
Bruce Sharpe 1 stestiiüony hard to 
be lieve and therefore proceeded 
to sentence Bradley Greene, The 
judge’ s statement was designed to 
i n is Ie ad t h e p eu p le, Ho wever th i s 
futOe ace by the oppres sors* 


agents was readily recognized by 
the people, and the case of 
Bradley Greene, Ilke mauy 
ethers experienced by the peo¬ 
ple, only served ro show the con- 
ttnuous eppression and tnisery 
snffered by ttie people, 
tn the proces s of exhausting 
ail leg al charme Is for the pur- 
pose of educating lhe people. a 
motton for a new trial will be 
filed. Bradley Greene* s freeduin 
like countless other political 
prisoners, is nor embodied in the 
acts of iegaUi\, but rather it 
can iiecome a realit) v/ben the 
masses of people rise up and 
onderstand Chat Revolution ia che 
only soJution for the problem 
faced in this oppres si ve society,

We, the Soledad 7, co mm end the 
Black Panther Party for their diligent 
efforts in helping engender the support 
of the people in behalf of the political 
prisoners throughout the penal system 
of California in particular the 
“Soledad Brothers.” Your allegiance 
to our struggle in combating an attempt 
by the reactionary prison officials of 
Soledad to maliciously prosecute us. 
has not only provided an iitipetus for us, 
to maintain a high degree morale, but 
has proven o nee again that the Black 
Panther Party is truly the people' s van- 
guard party. We, also, commend the 
Party for always showing tremendous 
courage in the face of the enemy!

W hen the reactionary pri son offi c i als 
first sought to use politicaIly conscious 
Black inmates as scapegoats for the 
July 23, 1970 siaying of a prison guard, 
the Party immediately dispatched a 
Party representative to Soledad along 
with an attorney; all during the course 
of the 49 days that the reactionary pri¬ 
son officials illegally confined us to O

Death is 
the only solution to the problem you 
pose. So whatever you do, you better 
hope this racist pig society here(Amer- 
ica) don’t send you back here, Some of 


us have been down sror seven years, 
and we know your reactionary ass, 
Many of us are still here from the 
time you left the joint the first time. 
Our hearts have grown bitter, not only 
from the way this pig keeps us sup- 
pressed, but from all “power-hungry 
niggers” such as yourself. We feit like 
in all fairness to you to let you know 
just how we stand, not only as Party 
members, but Convicts to Convict. You 
know our language and we know yours. 
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We know you're going to be sent here 
(Quentin) or Folsom. And you know it 
too, nigger. If so, then you’d better 
give your last respects to your wife 
and children, because you're never going 
to leave here again to hurt the People 
or the servants of the People. The 
grapevine has your name on it, along 
with the rest of your clan (counter- 
revolutionary pigs). 

You are lucky Minister Huey is more 
concerned about the welfare of theBeo- 
ple and the children in the community 
than the threats you’ve made on hts 
life. And as far as those who might 
make an attempt upon his life, remem- 
ber one thing: they ’ll have to come either 
to Quentin, Folsom, Soledad or Tracy. 
And we will know them time they hit 
the line. None of you can hide in these 
joints. So when you have them make their 
hit, then you’d better take them with 
you, Nigger, wherever you go. Because 
they can’t come here. Infact, the Minis¬ 
ter has been lax on you. You should 
have been iced when you first started 
this propaganda bullshit anyway, How- 
ever, this is merely a few of our op- 
inions, We take orders from Minister 
Huey P, Newton, and nobody else. If 
you were to come back, he (Huey) 
wou Ld probably try to make amends 
with you anfi order nothing to happen 
to you. And we would go along with the 
order. But we’re afraid the friends and 
relations of Smitty wouldn’t hardly take 
kind of it. And we can’t do their number. 

Nigger, you’re not concerned about 
our people anyway. And we (Gons) 
know you. And you're not fooling any- 
body with your diversionary tactics of 
trying to accuse the Central Committee 
with ail those false charges and lies. 
FIRST, before they expose you for the 
liar, murderer and theif you are, nig¬ 
ger, you stole from those little Black 
babies, who are dying everyday of hun- 
ger, and freezing right now, because 
they have no clothing. And to do what 
you’re doing now is trying to divert 
the Party' 1 s attention from this. And 
you need to be dead. Ai.so, you know 
Chairman Bobby and Ericka are fight- 
ing for their lives and need all the help 
they can get. And you come up with 
this shit. It looks like to us like you’re 
trying to kill Bobby and Ericka in 
a slick and cunning way. tn fact, nig¬ 
ger, you’re probably working hand-in 
hand with (George Sams)~ the bootlick- 
ing, lying dog who’s trying to frame 
• Chairman Bobby. Even the reinstate¬ 
ments are absurd, and you’re only do¬ 
ing that so that you can gain support 
from your sympathizers. Mostly all of 
the renegades you reinstated are in 
jail and with charges that you know 
they will have to do a lot of time for. 

If they are cut loose, it’11 be a long 
time from now, just fighting the cases, 
Therefore, it leaves you free (so to 
speak) to narrate to them as a friend. 
But in all actuality it leaves you at 
the head, huh? Power crazy nigger!! 


What have you been shooting besides 

brothers? Heroin, Coke or Acid? You 
act like you’ve lost your mind. You 
might have been wise to keep T. Leary 
with you so you could go on one more 
trip. It would make it a lot easier for 
you anyway. You are not wanted here, 
pig. The good part, and not so bad a 
thing, is that thousands and thousands 
of people know you by sight and your 
actions. But you‘don’t know who’s the 
(1) one in that thousand that loves the 
people' more than what you would have 
done to the people, Who’s that one? You 
can’t lie, kill and cheat the people, Bro- 
ther. The truth lives in the people; the 
people are the truth. And we are going 
to get freedom and liberation without 
your help; and Bobby and Ericka are 
going to be freed. 

We intend to continue to struggle 
until we have no more blood, until we 
have no more breath, and until there is 
no more life in us, We are tired of 
being lied to and cheated by anybody, 
especially our Brothers. We want free¬ 
dom and justice anyway we can get it. 
By doing what you did, nigger, you’re 
pulling the rope around the necks of 
The Soledad Brothers, Kuchell Magee, 
Bobby Seale, Romaine (Chip)Fitzgerald, 
Ericka Huggins, Angela Davis and all 
political prisoners, We refuse to let 
this happen, We’re going to fight back. 
We refuse to let you set the struggle 
back ten years. It was hard gerting 
this far. So we say to heil with you, 
nigger, and this go es for the pigs s kl¬ 
ing with you. We’11 meet soon, but who 

are we? Our lives are a little bit dif¬ 
ferent from those of the Party members 
on the outside. And you know it. You 
know how bitter this place can make 
one. The rioting, the pigs constantly 
harassing us, locking us in “B” Sec- 
tion’s Hole and “O” Wing and 4-A, 
for nothing other than we are Blacks 
speaking out for what we no longer in¬ 
tend to put up with. Half fed, no hot 
water in our cells, The long time away 
from families and loved ones, if they 
are still running for us. It only in- 
tensifies hatred for this racist society 
and anyone who acts in its behalf, such 
as you did when you deliberately killed 
“Smitty”, knowing that he was a Rev¬ 
olutionary Comrade, For your indivi- 
dual gain or satisfaction, When you took 
the vow, whether verbally or mentally, 
you knew your life belonged to the peo¬ 
ple, and no more to Eldridge the In- 
dividual. You were supposed to cherish 
the people, love the people, honor the 
people, and serve the people. 

The people come first and foremost 
in the eyesight of all revolutionaries, 
You have broken every rule that the 
Party has set forth to meet the needs 
of the people. So we think you should 
be taken to the ditch, as was done in 
China to protect their security, You 
are like a mad dog carrying rabies, 
and you surely must be dealt with on 
that same level. However, we are sorry 


to say even after all your rhetoric 
you failed to take heed to what you 
were saying. Because if you had, you 
would have known that the truth would 
soon come to light, For the truth is 
the light, and we, the people, are that 
light. All lies soon surface, some sooner 
and some later, but they do appear. 

It has taken our people over 400 years 
to really see the truth about this fas- . 
eist, imperialistic system and try to do 
something about it. It was a long time 
but the truth did show.

We could continue to 
write our feelings of you, but it would 
be a book, and “really” you’re not even 
worth the space taken up here.

The 
Danish High School Union announced 
last year that Chairman Bobby Seale 
was their choice for the “Freedom 
Prize of 1970”, This significant en¬ 
gagement on behalf of Danish High 
School students has created a lot of 
debate and understandïng for Bobby’s 

case. 

In early January, this year, an ad- 
veriiseme r was published '.none of our 
niggest da'ly uewspapers, It was a 
statement: signed by 175 “prominent.” 
Danes. 1 ’he statement voiced strong 
concern for the developments inside 
the U.S, and cornpared the situatiën 
to Germany in the thirties, Pqually 
strong concern was voiced for the 
support of U.S. to “fascist and re- 
actionary forces all over the wotid!” 
The statement was an appeal to the 
American people to rise up and re- 
sist, The most important task now is 
to free Bobby Seale, because his case 

is “symbolic for the persecution of 
the Left.” 

Among the ones who signed the state¬ 
ment were the former Prime Minister 
Viggo Kampmaan (Social Democrat), 
15 members of P ar lia ment - repr es ent¬ 
ing four political part les. Student lead¬ 
ers, labor union leaders, professors, 
priests, artists and many more pro¬ 
fessionals were among the ones who 
supported and paid for the statement. 

The statement is now heing signed 
all over Denmark as an open letter 
to the American people, Everyone 


signing has got co pay acertain amount 
as an investment in Bobby’s political 
defense in Europe and in the U.S.A. 
So far thousands have signed. 

For the demonstration on March 5th 
a broad united front was brought to- 
gether. Twenty-four Danish political 
organizations supported the call for 


the demonstration. To the right were 
the youth organizations of one of the 
bourgeoisie government parties; tothe 
far left was a so-called Maoïst group; 
Communist Youth, Marxist-Leninist. 
Included in the front were the paci¬ 
fist War Resisters League, the youth 
organization of the Social Democratie 
F’arty, three Pariiament - represented 
political parties, the anti “imperialist 
Vietnam committees, women’sorgani¬ 
zations, the Korean-Danish Friendship 
union, the Black Panther Solidarity 
Committee. 

The very wide base of the front did 
no'; reflect a vaak pol itcal base for the 
uiity. The call for demonstration was 
strongly anti-imperialist. To begin 
with, the serióusness of the situndon

forced into stopping its exploitation 
and war politics. The American Left 
wing opposïtion can hit where the war 
machine is weakest." The war pol ici es 
outside the U.S. were then linked fo 
the terror policies inside the U.S. The 
kangeroo court in New Haven against 
Bobby end Ericka must be looked upon 
as a test case for the ability of the 
U.S. Left to resist repression, “Free

the freeing of a person. It stands for 
an attitude towards the repression of 
all of the U.S. Left. Solidarity with 
the oppressed against the oppressor.” 
Because U.S. policies also are directed 
against us, we support the U.S, Left 
and encourage it to fight too. 

Slogans for the demonstration were: 
F REE BOBBY SEALE! FREE ANGE! ,A 
DAVIS! AND ERICKA HUGGINS! FREE 
ALL POLITÏCAL PRISONERS! SUP¬ 
PORT THE AMERICAN RESISTANCE 
MOVEMENT! FIGHTU.S. IMPERÏAL- 
TSM! 

The spirits were high when between 
50 and 100 persons at 4:00 pm, Fri- 
day, started a vigil in front of the 
U.S. embassy. Everybody had a sign 
around bis neck with the name of a 
political prisoner. It was good with 
the high spirits, because it was ex- 
tremely cold, By the time the rally 
started at 7:00 pm, it was about 10 
centigrades minus (In centigrades zero 
is the freezing point for water; this 
was ten below zero.). The cold, of 
course, limited the number of partici- 
pants, somewhat. Ho wever, six to seven 
thousand people demonstrated in front 
of the embassy. The out-pouring of 
people, despite the cold, must be taken 
as a clear sign of how worried the 
Danes are because of the apparent lack 
of support in the U.S. forFR FE BOBBY. 
The demonstration was a strong out- 
cry for you to WAKE UP! 

Speakers at the demonstration were: 
Ho Thanh Vanh, leader of the Pro- 
visional Revolutionary Government of 
South Vietnam Information office, here 
in Copenhagen. On behalf of the Viet¬ 
namese News pap er editor, he spoke 
about the fascist tendencies in the 
U.S.A. and said that all of the U.S. 
Left in fact are political prisoners. 
He attacked the Danish governnrient 
for having the same attitude as in the 
thirties, namely silently and approv- 
ingly looking upon fascist repression. 
Herbert Washington, a black revolu¬ 
tionary deserter, spoke about Bobby 
Seale. He called the demonstration a 
major achievement for the Black Lib¬ 
eration struggle. 

After the demonstration, sixhundred 
people spread Information material out 
to the worker communlües in order to 
counter the pig media. 30,000 pam- 
phlets about the Black Panther Party 
and the relationship between our strug¬ 
gle in Denmark and the struggle of 
black people in the U.S. are waging. 

Demonstrations were also held in 
Germany at the military bases there, 
About 3,000 demonstrated, There was 
also a deomonstration held in Stock¬ 
holm, Sweden. It is reported that 
demonstrations were also held in Italy 
and France and Belgium,
